TO 

Enable Corporate and other Public Bodies in 
Ireland to grant Superannuation Allowances 
to Officers in their Service in certain Cases. 

W HEBEAS it is expedient that Provision should be made 
to enable Superannuation Allowances to be granted to 
Corporate and other local Public Officers in Ireland : 

Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with 
5 the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Autho- 
rity of the same, as follows : 

1. The various public Bodies in the Schedule to this Act annexed 
may, at their Discretion, with the Consent of the Lord Lieutenant 
10 or other Chief Governor of Ireland, grant to any Officer in their 
Service who shall become incapable of discharging the Duties of 
his Office with Efficiency, by reason of permanent Infirmity of 
Mind or Body, or of old Age, upon his resigning or otherwise 
ceasino- to hold his Office, an annual Allowance not exceeding in 
15 any Case Two Thirds of his then Salary and Emoluments, and 
shall charge such Allowance to the same Pund as that to which 
such Salary and Emoluments would have been charged if he had 
continued in his Office. 
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2. No Officer sliall be entitled to such Allowance on the Ground 

of Age who shall not have completed the full Age of Sixty Years, 
and who shall not have served as an Officer of the public Body 
hereby authorized to grant such Allowances Twenty Years at the 
least. 5 

3. No Grant shall be valid under this Act if made by a Public 
Body, meeting from Time to Time, unless it shall be sanctioned by 
Two Meetings of such Body, the Second Meeting to be at an 
Interval of not less than One Month from the Eirst, and unless at 
the Second Meeting the Sanction of the Lord Lieutenant or other 10 
Chief Governor of Ireland, signified in Writing by the Chief or 
TJnder Secretary of Ireland for the Time being, to such proposed 
Superannuation, shall be produced and laid before the same; 
and no Grant shall be valid if made by a Grand Jury unless 
the same shall be sanctioned by Two Grand J uries, and unless the 15 
Sanction of the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor of Ireland 

to such proposed Superannuation, signified as aforesaid, shall be 
produced and laid before the Second Grand Jury. 

4. The Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor of Ireland may, 

at his Discretion, grant a Superannuation Allowance to the 20 
Collector General of Bates in Dublin, and to the Officers employed 
in the Office of the said Collector General ; but such Superannuation 
Allowance shall in no Case exceed the Amount which public 
Bodies are hereby authorized to grant to Officers in their Service, 
and shall be subject to the same Bestrictions as to mental and 25 
bodily Infirmity, Age, and Service, as is herein-before provided with 
respect to Grants by public Bodies to Officers in their Service under 
this Act ; and in case of the Grant of any such Superannuation 
Allowance it shall be lawful for the Collector General of Bates in 
Dublin for the Time being to add such Superannuation Allowance 30 
to the Expenses of the Management of his Office, and to charge 
the same in the same Manner and on the same Eunds as he is 
now authorized by Law to charge said Expenses ; and such Super- 
annuation Allowance shall be a Charge on said Eunds, in addition 
to any Sum he is now by Law entitled to charge on the same. 35 

5. All Allowances granted under this Act shall be payable to or 
in trust for such Officer only, and shall not be assignable for nor 
chargeable with his Debts or other Liabilities. 

6. Nothing herein contained shall affect the Bight of any Officer 

of any of the Public Bodies in the Schedule to this Act mentioned 40 
who may be entitled to any Superannuation Allowance under any 

other 
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other Act or Acts ; but after the Decease of any such Officer his under other 
Successor shall cease to he entitled to any Superannuation Allow- Acts ' 
ance under any former Act, and shall only he entitled to claim and 
he paid Superannuation Allowance imder this Act. 

5 7. This Act shall he called “The Local Officers Superannuation Title of this 

Act '(Ireland), 1866.” Act '

A Any Board or Co mmi ssioners acting in any Town or County in 
Ireland under any Local Act.
